As long as my strength en¬ 
dures I mean to go on with my task of ploughing 
and sowing. with a little useful harrowing now 
and again, and I hope to live to help in gamer¬ 
ing some of the harvest, and to Join with those 
Who mean to see that it. will be gathered Into the 
barns ot the people as a whole of all grades, and 
not Into tb# cellars of the few. 

This Is no time for anyone to retreat from his 
duty, whatever it be. The condition of the world 
la certainly very grave, and It will need every 
contribution that can be made towards solving 
Its troubles for both old and young. It calls, 
above all, for the energy, enthusiasm, enterprise., 
and daring of youth, hut it ala* needs the experi¬ 
ence. trained skill, ripe Judgment, and. accumula¬ 
tive knowledge of age Nineteen-tTrtrty was a 
bad year. Wlneteen-thlrty-one was worse Nine¬ 
teen-thirty-two was the worst of all. Throughout 
the world there have been 30.000.000 of workers 
thrown on the street, and the numbers are grow¬ 
ing. whilst the over-abundant com in Egypt is 
rotting because there is no one to buy. The hun¬ 
gry men and women of Canaan are sent home with

JVTINETEEN-THIRTY-TWO was a muddled year.

A MONG the subjects of familiar debate indulged 
in by those to whom modern science was 
either wholly unknown or a mere rumor used 
-to.he this question 1 WfeKU.wf* first, the hen or 
the egg? I have frequently heard It 'sdlimnly 
btonihl 'orwinl around tfi£.Iarm-houee stove on 
a winter night and mlrkad ths general consensus 
of opinion that although any particular „ ben 
known to u* must have been preceded by an egg. 
the species "hen" must ha vs existed before the 
dgg. Of course each reasoning result# from the 
Idas ail specific forma were original and 

independent creations, springing ready-made from 
ths creative process. Th# father of this notion, 
one might almost aay. wae John Milton Ae so 
often happens. )he man of the pen makes a more 
permanent Impression than th# oral teacher, and 
when the wrftafr'e ideas are clothed in poetry, 
drama or fiction they have a peculiarly easy 
access to the general mind. Thus a great deal 
of the old-fashioned Ideas about tbe world and 
creation current among us ss wett ss df the 
character ot the first human beings is founded 
less on tbe Hebrew story than on our great Eng¬ 
lish poet. Th# following line# are from tbe ac¬ 
count of the animal creation In "Paradise Lost": 

• "The earth obeyed, and straight 
Opening her fertile womb, teemed at a birth 
Innumerous living creatures, perfect forma 
Limbed and full-grown. Out of the ground up rose 
As from his lair the wild beast, where he wo ns 
In forest wild. In thicket, brake, or den;

On 
the germination of the egg-cell there le thus an 
abundant'supply of food for the young chick 
until it U able to. break the limy shell and begin 
Its active life. 


T HIS food supply for the embryo bird nukes 
the egg desirable for human food, and the 
poultrysrxan U usually largely if not wholly con¬ 
cerned with egg-production ae an end ln itaiU. 
while the breeder supplies him with varieties of 
birds notable for their laying powers. The eggs 
of some other domestic birds are used as food, 
such aa the duck, the turkey, and the guinea- 
fowl, but they never enter into competition with 
the hen’s. Tbe eggs of wild-fowl are often taken 
from the neat for. food, chiefly in places remote 
from ordinary supplies, such aa the northern 
UUnda of Europe, where tbe cliffs are scaled fear¬ 
lessly by tbe egg-hunters. On the north Atlantic 
coast of ttys continent Immense quantities of 
eggs used to be procured in thla way many years 
ago. On the ; retries in the ole: Hudson s Bay days 
travelers were often glad to make a meal of eggs 
gathered from the edges of one of the innumer¬ 
able atotigha After a long period without fresh 
meat some at least of the feastsrs were not sub¬ 
ject to civilised prejudices. In Milton and 
Cb#adl#’s "North-west Passage by Land" occur* 
thla paragraph: "before we reached Edmonton 
our stock of provisions, aa Usual, began to fall 
short: but wthfrtowi .were ao plentiful, and we 
'ceBgetifl^ tfcztt agfa m' such quantity, that we 
spare never ahoct of food* Ba p tiste and th# Aaslni- 
bolne family were indifferent aa to tbe condition 
of the eggs, or indeed rather preferred thoa# which 
contained good -Bleed chickens. They would hold 
up the downy dainty by a leg or wing, and drop 
t It Into their mouths as we should eat asparagus ' 

Tha exploitation of the food resources of eggs 
1* not confined to those of birds. The eggs of 
such animals ae the turtle are need by the nstives 
lu countries where they occur, as weM as by 
strangers who through shipwreck or other mishap

Eggs of all kinds 
are eateih Indeed, by savage peoples In region* 
where food Id scarce. 

From the lowest animate up to the mammals ; 
egg-laying to universal. It is true that some 
snakes and fish are ovovlparous; that is to say. the 
eggs are hatched within the mother* body. The 
dog-fish is an example of this, the young being 
contained ln a brood-pouch. Even among the 
mammals titers are two species that lay eggs, the 
spiny ant-eater and the duck-billed platypus or 
duck-mole, the first s native of Australia. Tas¬ 
mania and New Guinea, the eecomt of Auetralta 
and Tasmania. The platypus lays two white eggs 
at a time in a deep burrow made ln the bank of 
a river or lake The egg-shell to flexible.

r f THE next highest class of animals, the one 
containing sea-anemones. Jelly-fishes and corals, l 
we find eggs with shells either gelatinous or 
horny, and with yolk. In the earthworm the eggs 
are massed together in a capsule secreted by a

Sea-urchins produce large quantities of egg* 
which are in greet demand in some of the Medi¬ 
terranean countries aa '‘rot " Probably this waa 
what made them a favorite article of food among 
our Ooeet Indians.

N OW. DOWN at the bottom of the plant ladder 
we find similar one-celled forms .of life, dif¬ 
fering only f(om the protozoa In that their eeUe 
have walls formed of cellulose or silica; they can¬ 
not take ln olid food but* depend either on the 
carbon of the air. If chlorophyll is present ln their 
cell, and the nitrogen ln simple salts, or on the 
carbohydrates (sugar, etc.) of other plants. If 
chlorophyll to absent. «nd the nitrogen in simple 
salts or ln prot*Ids. Some of the very simplest' 
and lowest forms are so difficult to assign to 
one or other else#, animal or plant, that a great 
scientist years ago suggested that all the proto¬ 
zoans be put by themselves ln a separate kingdom 
tp be called the Protista, the "very first befhgs." 

Many single cells may unite together to form 
a tissue or thread. A common plant In wayside 
ditches when the spring sun warms the water is 
thus constituted, though to the unassisted eye tt 
looks like a sheet of green scum. This "plant" of 
many cells is very interesting to botanists be¬ 
cause It show# tbe beginning of toe egg tn plant 
life. The spirogyra's egg result# from the union 
of two cells either of the aame filament or of two 
adjacent ones. It develops a waterproof outer 
covering that protects it from atmospheric 
changes, and the starch of Its p ro topl asm lx 
changed Into oil, ao that after many months of 
waiting It to able to begin the cycle of life afresh. 

It would take too long to trace tbe history of 
the plant-egg up through the long course of veg¬ 
etable history. Ite culmination la to our flower- 
tog plants ln which the seed la analagoua to the 
egg of bird or beast; With all Nature's infinite 
vartety of else, color, shape, mean# of transporta¬ 
tion or paaezge. the seeds of our flowering plant* 
agree to this that they contain the embryo plant 


furnished with sufficient supply of food to em« 
bark It upon lie rfk w life, when the time and con* 
dltlone of germination arrive. Thus the seed, into 
the egg. may be side-tracked tp the use by man 
or beaet fpf food. Biologically there la this dif¬ 
ference: a bird's egg through lack of fertilization 
may contain no embryo, while,a plant’s seed must 
have been f^rtllteed or - it would not qxlet. The 
process of germination to the seed la really a new 
•tart in life after a more or less prolonged, period 
• of zeet One* tha. co n di t io n* of. germ i nat i on . ara 
present growth le Immediate and comparatively 
rapid. In many seeds the young plent can b« 
easily seen even before germination has started 
and.white ateep atill prevail*. In a senee the birth 
or a plant takes place with ike maturity of the 
parent pistil, ripened It may be to seed-box Or to 
’ luscious fruit. As Robert Bridges says: 

"Consider a plant—Its life—how a seed fallen to 
ground 

Sucketb in moisture for Ite germinating .cells. 

And as it sucketh zwelteth. till it burst Its cast 
And thrusting its roots downward and spreading 
them wide '

rrtHUS throughout the world of life when we rise 
A above the simplest forme, whose differentiation 
te so puzzling we find the secret of life ln the 
egg of the animal and the seed of the plant. Even 
to those higher animals that produce their young 
alive we know that Lie begins afresh with the egg 
Just as to their lower relatives and ln the plants. 
But in the higher animals there is this difference, 
that they cannot be propagated by division or 
budding ss thb lowest animals and almost all 
plant# can. It eetma possible to see ln tbe egg 
method of continuing life two things which in¬ 
creasingly play a beneficial role In the story of 
life. One is tha) the union of two cell* necessary 
for the fertilization of the egg tends to gnsurz 
vigor and . variety ae vegetative methods do pot 
ths other te that ths egg tends to ensure pareriWl 
care and affection, whether the,egg be developed 
within or without the body. Thus, even eo low 
.down as the zpMzra we find the extraordinary 
care of the female wolf-spider for Ita young 
carrying the great egg-bag with her at all tlm? 
till hatching, and even afterwards bearing t'
